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NO REDUCTION IN TAXES 


Before -Mr. Wilson terminated his presi- 


dential, ionu hq made repeated recommen- 
dations *1o rongress for economy and re- 
trenchment m governmental expenditures. 
PresidenuHarding has reiterated the ad- 
monitions • of his predecessor and in his 
message to congress devoted considerable 
time to a discussion of the-need of reduc- 
ing public expenditures. During the fis- 
cal year which ends June 30th. the fed- , 
eral government will have spent almost 
five and a half billion dollars for operate 
ing expenses. 
"\Yben we consider that it 


has been only a comparatively few years 
since a billion dollar congress was regard- 
ed as a development in national expendi- 
tures which approximated extravagance 
we have a -better appreciation of what 
the spending of five times that snm means. 
One thing is certain, and,-this is that so 
long as we throw money away recklessly 
on onr military establishment, and join in 
no real concert of the world TO bring about 
disarmament we cannot materially reduce 
federal appropriations, nbore than 90 per 
cent of which go for wars.;past and future. 


Inability to make any appreciable re- 


duction in the 
government's expenses, 


notwithstanding the urgeait need of doing 
so, should be-a matter ofirts grave concern 
to the public as it is to their officials in 
Washington. The prospects for the next 
fiscal year are said to be hardly less dis- 
couraging. Without taking into account 
any reduction in the public debt, the most 
conservative estimates forecast a govern- 
ment expense of not less than four and a 
half billions next year. There is plenty 
of reason for believing it will reach five 
billions. 


This means that there can be little if any 


reduction in federal taxation next year. 
as it has been necessary to create a float- 
ing debt this yea.r to make the books bal- 
ance. 
These figures are not quoted for 


the purpose of criticising those whose duty 
it is to raise and spend government money. 
They are probably doing the best they 
can; as wdl as any other group of men 
could do, considering the adverse circum- I 
stances in which the subject of post-war 
, 


government expenses are involved. 


But it is probably better that the people 


who pay the taxes face the realities, than 
that they delude themselves into the belief 
that tiie period of high federal taxation is 
at an end. 


PASS THE SWEET BILL UNAMENDED 


The Sweet bill now pending in Congress 


is designed to decentralize the activities 
of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, to 
1he end that the disabled soldiers may get 
long-delayed justice. 
This decentraliza- 


tion of the bureau's powers is a measure 
that has long been insisted on by all ex- 
perts who have studied the disabled soldier 
situation. It would do away with most 
of the red tape that has hampered the ad- 
ministration of the soldier rehabilitation 
laws and has done much to discourage the 
men the laws were intended to benefit. 


At the eleventh hour an attempt is be- 


ing made to amend the bill in such^a way 
as tJo render it ineffective to accomplish 
the purpose for which it was designed. F. 
AV. Galbraith, Jr.. national commander of 
the American Legion, has protested to con- 
gress against the amendment of the bill. 
He presents facts and figures to show that 
the proposed amendment would result in 
the disabled soldiers getting about 20 
cents on the dollar. 


"It is just this parsimonious spirit that 


the legion has fought,'' says Galbraith. 
"These disabled men didn't quibble over 
terms when they joined the colors. 
We 


believe the nation backs us in insisting 
that the government now provide for 
them in a way that everyone agrees is 
best." The case which Mr. 
Galbraith 


makes for the passage of the Sweet bill 
•unamended seems on the face of it unan- 
swerable. The success of the two-year 
fight which the legion has made for the 
disabled soldiers ought not to bo jeopar- 
dized by congressional quibbling or par- 
•ionony. 


BOLSHEVISM AND THE PEASANTS' 
A speech recently made by Lenin is a 


straw showing the way the.wind is blow- 
ing in soviet Kussia. The occasion was 
the tenth congress of the Bolshevist par- 
ty, the speech being reported in the offi- 
cial Bolshevist press. 


Ix'niu frankly admitted that the rela- 


tions between the soviet government and 
the Russian peasantry "are not what we 
had believed them to be.'' He added that 
the peasants are not satisfied: that they 
do not care 
for the economic reforms 


which the Soviets have offered them and 
the refusal of tlie peasants to subscribe 
to the Bolshevist creed was the greatest 
peril which the soviet government faced. 


That it is a very grave period indeed is 


obvious when one considers that the peas-. 
antry make up the great bulk of the Rus- 
sian population : estimated at So per cent. 
What Lenin and his followers have been 
and are still trying to do is to impose upon 
the mass of the Russian people a form of 
government which they detest and refuse 
to accept, beyond the point that they are 
forced to. to save their hides. 


Director Sack of the L". S. Russian In- 


formation bureau points out in a recent 
statement that the peasantry is the m,ain 
factor in the struggle against bolshevism 
at present. He suggests the impossibility 
of concessions to the peasants that will 
bring them into line with the Bolshevists, 
because the things that the peasants de- 
mand strike at the very heart of the Bol- 
shevist theories. 
The granting of such 


concessions would spell the doom of Bol- 
shevism and the Bolsheviki are not in- 
clined to commit suicide. 


The answer, according to Sack, is that 


Bolshevism will be destroyed by the grow- 
ing anti-Bolshevist movements among the 
Russian peasants, which arp already ex- 
pressing themselves in armed uprisings 
here and there and will soon culminate 
in a general revolution. The fact that 
Sack is an anti-Bolshevist, propagandist 
seems to be more than balanced by the 
fact that his'prophecy is a logical sequence 
to the Lenin speech. 


A NOTABLE GIFT 


Edward W. Bok. who came to this coun- 


try from the Netherlands when a small 
boy, 
has been fortunate in his possession 


of great abilities as well as in his Ameri- 
can father-in-law, the magazine publish- 
er. Mr. Bok has worthily won fame as 
well as fortune, his notable book, "The 
Americanization of Edward Bok," having 
just been named by Columbia university 
for the annual Pulizer prize "for the best 
American biography 
teaching patriotic 


and unselfish services to the people." Mr. 
Bok has now himself established an an- 
nual prize of .$10.000 for the resident of 
Philadelphia, its suburbs or vicinity who 
in the preceding year shall have "done 
an act or rendered a service best calculat- 
ed to advance 
the largest interests of 


Philadelphia. 


So attractive a prize is likely to inspire 


many a worthy Philadelphian to greater 
effort in his city's interest, and it may 
even excite hitherto unknown aspiration 
among the politicians of a municipality 
often described as "corrupt and contend- 
ed"' where local politics arc concerned. 
Even a corrupt 
politician might be in- 


clined to turn 
over a new leaf if he 


thought he could win an extra S 10.000 
in a single year by an honest performance 
of his duty. The generous Mr. Bok is far- 
sighted .enough not to expect too much, 
however, and he has provided that in years 
when nobody wins the prize the money 
shall be devoted to free scholarships for 
Philadelphia boys and girls.

Nowadays Chere are a Tot of incompetents break 


ing into all branches of healing. 
Among them are 


X-ray specialists or technicians who pretend to 
diagnose disease conditions by means of X-ray ob- 
servations or pictures, although they are not phy- 
sicians at all. have no proper training in anatomy, 
physiology, pathology or diagnosis. 
These ready 


X-ray experts may understand how to manipulate 
the X-ray apparatus perfectly, but when they pre- 
sume to int°rpret the observed conditions or the 
X-ray pictures they are going too far, and they 
do much harm to the public. It is the sheerest folly 
for any layman tp pro of his own volition to any, 
kind of X-ray expert for diagnosis, no matter what 
the trouble may seem to be. Scarcely a day passes 
that some unfortunate victim of this absurd modern 
fad drx>? not mail to me the X-ray films or findings, 
for which he has squandered good money, as though 
I could or would rely upon any such frail evidence 
in arriving at an opinion or a diagnosis. The X- 
ray examination is part and parcel of the medical 
examination, in som» cases, and should be carried 
nut. if at all. only by special direction ot the pa- 
tient's physician and for the particular purpose the 
physician has in mind. Nothing is more fruitless or 
pxtravasrant than a general or blanket X-ray exam- 
ination without definite object.

Wasting Good Disinfectants 


f are a telephone operator in a small office where 


there are only five of us day girls. One of the 
girls, wo think, has that dreaded disease, tubercu- 
losis. At least it runs in her family, and she has 
a terrible breath. Although we each have our own 
transmitters, and we use disinfectants in the room 
all the time, would there be any use of beinK afraid 
to work beside her. and could we girls contract T. 
B. in that way (A. B. E.) 


ANSWER—Infection with 
tuberculosis 
usually 


occurs through prolonged intimate personal contact 
with one who has lung tuberculosis, as in working 
at the same bench, table or desk, chummifcg with, 
or living as a room mate or as the married partner 
of one who has tuberculosis. 


How or why you use disinfectants in the room all 


the time or at any time, is beyond my comprehen- 
sion. Certainly that would offer no protection what- 
evrr. and it 'would be an extravagance unwarranted. 


It is immaterial whether any one else in the girl's 


family has or has had tuberculosis. Tuberculosis 
runs in families no more and 
no less than 


pneumonia, diphtheria, or typhoid fever does. 


The girl's foul breath is no indication that she 


has tuberculosis. 


So far as your letter shows, you have no more 


reason to fear working with the girl than she has 
to fear working in your office. But even in a small 
centra.! office some sort of periodical medical in- 
spection or health department investigation of the 
health of the employes ought to be provided.

The farmers have 


been the most inarticulate and unor- 
ganized of all factors in the produc- 
tion and distribution of the neces- 
sities of life in this country, whiab. is 
one-re^on why American agriculture 
is in such a precarious state. 


The last few years have seen a 


number of attempts on the part of 
farmers to get together. One of the 
most successful of these is the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau federation, which is 
said to represent over a million farm- 
ers in 37 states. It has an office here 
in Washington, and watches congress 
closely. This organization is getting 
out a questionaire, which is designed 
ostensibly to learn the sentiment of 
the farmers on a number of legisla- 
tive projects. In reality the federa- 
tion probably knows what its mem- 
bers think or. all of these subjects. 
It probably 1^1 ped them find out what 
to think. This questionaire, therefore, 
is chiefly a means of enabling the 
farmer members of the federation to 
lift up their voices in unison and show 
congress whaf a noise they can make. 
It is interesting to note that at the 
same time this quesUonaire was sent 
out, the news appeared that an "agri- 
cultural bloc" of 22 senators has been 
organized for the purpose of putting 
through legislation the farmer wants. 


The questions in the questionaire 


all have to do with problems of farm 
credit, taxation, freight rates, good 
roads, the packers and cooperative 
marketing. They do not touch upon 
the question nf land tenure which lies 
at the bottom of the whole food pro- 
duction problem. 
The trouble with 


American farming is summed up in 
the case of a farmer in Iowa, who in 
1916 figured that he was making less 
than 3 per cent a year on the value 
of his land. He sold the land for $225 
an acre and invested the money at 6 
per cent. HP could not afford to go on 
farming. But now he wishes he had 
kept his land, because the value of it 
has risen to about $600 an acre, with 
the rise in food prices. 


Land Values Boost Prices. 


In a word, farm land has a specu- 


lative value in this country which al- 
ways rises just a little faster than the 
commodities that land produces. 
A 


man who owns a good farm can usual- 
ly make more by selling his farm and 
putting the money into something else 
than he can possibly make by farm- 
ing. The result is that the more in- 
telligent farmers sell out, and the 
more intelligent young men leave the 
farm and come to the city. 


Until this himple situation is reme- 


died, the rural population will continue 
to decrease and so will food produc- 
tion. This fact is recognized by the 
Farm Bureau federation, according to 
E. B. Reid, its Washington represen- 
tative. He says that the federation is 
formulating a policy with regard to 


land tenure which will be announced 
In due course. It will'certainly be re 
celved with interest. 


Meantime, the federation is out to 


settle certain accessory matters con 
nected with farm finance and the dis 
tribution of farm products. 
It esti 


mates 'that the farmer now gets 38 
percent of every dollar the consum 
er spends for food. It believes that 
he should and can get more than this 
without raising1 the price of the foot 
to the consumer. 
This is the end 


sought in all the legislation the farm 
ers are "urging uj»on the present con 
gress, and the ground is pretty wel 
covered in the federation questionaire 
The following is a.summary of the 
answers which the^farmers will return 
to the questions. 


They, want commodity financing 


based on bonded warehouse receipts 
This is now in effect with regard to 
cotton. The farmers want a similar 
system to apply to grain, tobacco,.hay 
apples, potatoes, and all other crops 
that are not perishable and that can 
be accurately graded. The chief legis 
lation needed is a law enabling the 
department of agriculture to estab 
lish the grades. When this is done 
and the warehouses are in operation 
the farmer will be able to deposit his 
wheat in the warehouse and borrow 
money on it to put in the next crop 
Thus he can hold his wheat for a rise 
in the market. Under the present sys- 
tem, 
70 per cent of the wheat crop is 


out of the farmer's hands in three 
months. After that it begins to rise in 
price- 


Farm Credits. 


They want personal rural credits. 


This means the provision of state or 
government funds which the farmer 
can borrow on his general persona) 
credit, instead of merely on his- land, 
as under the present federal farm 
loan act. It would mean that he could 
borrow from the government at a low 
rate of interest what he now borrows 
from the bank at a high rate. The 
farmers also want to be able to bor- 
row money on their livestock. They 
want the limit on federal Jand bank 
mortgage loans raised from $10,000 to 
$25,000. They want "authority grant- 
ed the federal reserve board to classi- 
fy rediscounts so as to give prior con- 
sideration to loans for basic produc- 
tion of all kinds." 
This means, in 


brief, that farmers should have first 
call on government funds. 


In matters of taxation, the farmers 


want the excess profits tax continued 
They are against the sales tax, know- 
ing that they will have to pay it on 
what they buy, and that they cannot 
pass it along on what they sell. They 
want a constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting the issuance of all tax free 
securities. 


With regard to transportation, the 


farmers want 
lower freight rates. 


They want farm-to-rnarket roads built 
at least as fast as transcontinental 
highways, which now absorb so much 
attention. They want a Great Lakcs- 
St. Lawrence waterway, and inland 
waterway development generally. 


The farmers want the packers to be 


supervised by the government, the de- 
partment of agriculture doing the 
work. They want to make the short- 
selling in agricultural products illegal, 
thus putting a crimp In the activities 
of the grain speculator. 


They favor the French bill making 


it illegal for a manufacturer not to 
label a fabric in such a way that the 
purchaser knows just what is put into 
it. 
In other words, they want no 


shoddy sold under the name 
"all 


wool." 
It should be labeled shoddy 


and virgin wool should be so labeled. 


They want the legislation which is 


necessary in order to enable them to 
market their products cooperatively 
without colliding with the laws against 
combines in restraint of trade.

Yin Pu Young and Tien Shou 


Young Accepted Into the 


Methodist Faith. 


A unique incident in the history of 


the First Methodist church of this city 
occurred Sunday 
when two ^young 


Chinese students, now attending Law- 
renca college, were formally accepted 
into full church membership by the 
Rev. I. B. Wood at the close of the 
morning service. 


The young Chinamen were mem- 


bers of a class of nine who took the 
church vows together. 
Their names 


are Tin Pu Young and Tien 
Shou 


Young. 
Although their names are 


identical they are entirely unrelated 
and come from far separated parts of 
China. 
The two came to Lawrence 


college direct from their native coun- 
try last September.' 


When they arrived here they were 


strict Confucianists and knew noth- 
ing of the Chrisuan religion but being 
approached by local religious workers 
they immediately evinced an interest 


and a desire to learn. Their full ac 
ceptance of the new faith resulted in 
their baptism just a few days ago. 


Yin Pu is a native of South -China 


and is preparing to follow a course in 
commerce in Northwestern university 
next year. - Tien Shou hails 
from 


North China and is planning to pur 
sue the study of economics at the Uni 
versity of Wisconsin "Sfbsr 
leaving 


Lawrence. 
Both will graduate from 


the local college next week. Before 
coming to this country the young men 
were educated to the height of Chinese 
educational standards, 
having com- 


pleted courses in the Tsing Hua col- 
lege at Pekin, popularly known in 
America as tha "Boxer Indemnity1 
college] 
The action of the young orientals 


is very unusual, 
according 
to Dr 


Wood who says that in most cases 
Chinese students coming to this coun 
try ar« either converted by mission 
aries before leaving their own shore: 
or retain their native faith while in 
this country 
and refuse 
to acosp 


Christianity.
